Jermaine Oscar Gallacher’s interest in 
furniture and design began at an early age. 
He studied Illustration at Camberwell 
College but it was inevitable that he would 
one day return to his love of interiors. 

‘Whenever I was invited to 
somebody’s house I would find myself 
re-arranging their furniture,’ says 
Jermaine. ‘I had a strong instinct about 
how to style a room and I still use that 
skill today. Growing up in a typically 80s 
home with a black lacquered table, pot 
plants and a cork chimney breast has

certainly influenced my work, and 
modernist forms always appeal to me.’ 

After graduating, Jermaine set up the 
Peckham Hotel and nightclub with Frank 
Boxer (of Frank’s Cafe) and Coco Bayley, 
a restaurant consultant, working on the 
design of the hotel. These days, Jermaine 
spends much of his time sourcing objects 
for clients with a keen interest in emerging 
20th Century designers. 

‘There are no hard and fast rules in 
interior design because really, anything 
goes,’ says Jermaine, ‘but it’s the pieces 
and colours you choose and how you put 
them together that’s key.’

After years of campaigning for a cinema in the area, East Dulwich 
Picturehouse is finally set to open, delivering more than just movies

t’s been a long time coming,’ 
says Dena Blakeman, marketing 
manager for East Dulwich 
Picturehouse. Tve campaigned for 
many years to get this off the ground and 
I’m so excited, not only for myself and 
my family, but for the whole community, 
that it’s finally happening.’ 

The hoardings surrounding St Thomas 
More Hall have come down and the new 
cinema will open its doors on 20 March. 
You can expect three screens, state-of- 
the-art digital projection and sound 
technology, as well as a destination cafe/ 
bar boasting creative food, boutique beers 
and proper coffee. 

With over 20 years’ experience in the 
film industry, as a film critic and in 
marketing, Dena’s love of film is what 
prompted her campaign for a local 
cinema, and finding the right location and 
premises was key to the success of it. 

‘Living locally meant I could keep an 
eye out for the right opportunity and after 


exhausting many other buildings, St 
Thomas More Hall, which is owned by 
the church, became a promising option. 
It’s a beautiful old building with lots of 
history and, fortunately, the church were 
very keen that the hall should continue to 
serve the community, and not be sold to 
developers,’ says Dena. 

‘They loved the idea of 
a cinema where 
everybody in the 
community would 
benefit and my first 
choice of operator, 

Picturehouse Cinemas, 
expressed an interest immediately. 

‘Picturehouse Cinemas has built its 
reputation on providing local 
communities with a diverse programme 
of films, with neighbouring Brixton, 
Clapham and Greenwich benefiting from 
their strong community ethos. 

Once the build was under way, the 
usual bland protective hoardings around 


the site were livened up with colourful 
graffiti by Pure Evil, Roo and Claire Rye, 
a project headed up by local street art 
champion Ingrid Beazley. Thanks to her 
various projects, including Baroque on 
the Streets, which saw street artists 
reinterpret some of Dulwich Picture 

Gallery’s Old Masters 
for Dulwich Festival 
2013, East Dulwich 
has built quite the 
reputation for street 
art recently. 

As well as the best 
mainstream films, 
independents, world cinema, art house 
films and documentaries, the cinema 
will also offer special clubs for pre¬ 
schoolers, university students and the 
over 60s. There’s also an Alternative 
Content programme showing films live 
from the National Theatre, Royal 
Shakespeare Company, Bolshoi Ballet 
and the Met Opera.

Alongside this impressive and diverse 
range of output there will be an equally 
impressive licensed bar and cafe. 

‘An all-day cafe and stylish bar will 
be an integral part of the Picturehouse,’ 
confirms chef and general manager Amy 
Houston, a Picturehouse employee of 
many years. Amy also co-founded south 
London-based Blanch 
and Shock, a bespoke 
catering company known 
for its innovative ideas. 

‘It extends the cinema as 
a meeting place for any 
time of the day and 
evening and makes the 
occasion more sociable in 
a way that a carton of 
popcorn never can. 

‘We’re offering simple 
breakfasts with our own 
Fairtrade blended coffee 
and artisan pastries 
during the week, and a hearty brunch at 
the weekends with chorizo and chilli 
scrambled eggs on sour-dough topping 
the menu. Light salad lunches with herbs 
from the roof garden and plenty of 
healthy options for the kids take the 


menu through to the evening, when light 
bites and quality wines and beers are 
on offer. And we’ll be using local suppliers 
such as Franklins, Moxons and William 
Rose Butchers.’ 

A self-confessed foodie, Amy is keen 
to combine her passion for food and quality 
beverages with her love of cinema with 
theme nights to 
complement particular 
films. A Martini, shaken 
and not stirred, is 
perhaps an obvious 
choice for the latest 
James Bond film, 

Spectre , coming out 
later this year. 

With Kids Club on 
Saturday mornings and 
an educational 
programme working 
closely with neighbouring 
schools, it seems there 
really is something for everyone at the 
East Dulwich Picturehouse, but if film really 
isn’t your thing, and you can’t be persuaded, 
then it’s worth checking out if only for 
the chorizo and chilli scrambled eggs!

‘WE’VE COME FULL CIRCLE’ 

The arrival of the new cinema seems 
to have stoked the gentrification 
debate. Lawrence Roullier White, of 
Roullier White boutique on Lordship 
Lane, has seen the area go through 
many changes and is baffled by 
the negativity... 

'Lordship Lane keeps getting 
better and this is a source of great 
pride for the local community', says 
Lawrence. 'I have lived here all my 
life. When I was a child the Lane 
was a bustling high street full of 
independent shops. Unfortunately, 
in the 80s, most of these closed, but 
the new businesses that have 
opened have created something 
unique that is the envy of towns up 
and down the UK. 

'It has been an organic process. 
Things spring up because people 
have a passion and they want to 
share that in an area they love. The 
winning formula is a culture of 
enterprising individuals in a 
discerning, engaged and 
supportive community. I used to go 
to the pictures at the old Odeon on 
Grove Vale, and with the opening 
of the Picturehouse, I feel the Lane 
has come full circle and is once 
again complete.'

THE TREES 

Nature meets contemporary design at the 
stunning Tree House in Sydenham

N othing can quite prepare you 
for The Tree House. Hidden 
among a huddle of historic 
properties, the cube-shaped 
building, clad in black glass, has the dark 
and imposing glamour of a Hollywood 
hotel. Owner, Ken Martin, agrees that his 
home is a rare and rather special addition 
to its traditional setting within the 
Sydenham Park Conservation Area. 


The expansive series of windows are 
impressive both inside and out. ‘We 
wanted to feel like we were living in the 
garden.’ Floor-to-ceiling panes of glass, 
nearly three metres high, flood the 
downstairs living area in light and there 
are serene garden views at every angle. 
‘We bought the property next door 
specifically to build this house,’ he 
explains. The plot was large enough for 
two homes and The Tree 
House was given an 
enviable position right next 
to an area of protected 
woodland. 

Internally, it has all the 
characteristics of a 
successful contemporary 
build: expansive open-plan 
living spaces, engineered 
oak flooring and crisp white 
walls, except for the 
downstairs bathroom, 


painted a cheery shade of powdery pink. 
‘That’s because it is the powder room,’ 
laughs Ken. 

The ‘big reveal moment’ happens as 
you ascend the show-stopping staircase, 
where banisters were jettisoned in favour 
of a glass partition. The clerestory 
windows upstairs reveal empty sky, 
rooftops, and a luxuriant cluster of 
branches: ‘That’s why it’s called The 
Tree House, because it’s like living 
among the trees.’ 

Ken enlisted sculptor and architect 
Ian McChesney to design his two-storey 
home. ‘It was a challenge because it is a 
Conservation Area.’ In collaboration with 
the planning office at Lewisham Council, 
they conceived the black glass cladding, 
which would reflect the surrounding 
trees. And the final design, with its 
modernist influences, was agreed upon. 

With a plan in place, it was then left 
to Ken, a retired lawyer, to manage the

build and the interior fit out. He became 
the ‘ringmaster’ in the project. He 
managed a series of teams and made all 
the materials decisions, including the 
internal fixtures and fittings (‘I sourced 
everything from specialists’). He even 
designed the kitchen: ‘It’s not difficult, 
it’s all just straight lines, isn’t it?’ he 
says, modestly. 

The contemporary layout could feel 
clinical and sparse, but Ken’s decor 
decisions add warmth - he’s furnished it 
with an eclectic assortment of vintage 
pieces ‘collected over the years’, from 
Scandinavian design classics to reclaimed 
antiques. There is no precise colour 
scheme, but bold shades make a striking 
contrast against natural wood finishes. 

The walls are decorated with artworks 
and treasured photographs. 

Sliding doors divide the kitchen and 
living areas, which when open create one 
flowing space. The living area is set out 


in zones. A metallic grey wood burning 
fire by Dutch company Dik Guerts is the 
centrepiece. ‘You do different things in 
different places - I’ll read the papers over 
here,’ says Ken, pointing towards a 
Liberty sofa designed by Russell Pinch, 
placed against the window. 

Flanking the couch is a String storage 
unit designed by Nils Strinning in 1949, 
which holds a record player, albums and 


books. An oak Art Deco reading chair 
again by Liberty has built in shelves 
and table. This beautiful design piece is 
positioned for the sitter to look straight 
outside. ‘If guests come we move the 
chairs around.’ A beautiful smoky grey 
British shorthair cat, called Winnie, rests 
languidly in the comer. 

At the opposite end of the room there 
are two Ercol sofas, one of which ‘was

The master bedroom is 
a peaceful space with 
an en suite and antique 
furniture pieces.

desk. Ken was given these collector’s 
items by friends.

TOM PARKER BOWLES 


Double entendre ? How bistros and brasseries - no, they are not 
the same - have made a difference to London's dining scene 


I t’s a question that has baffled the finest minds 
for eons, an enigma so perplexing that even the 
greatest of Gallic philosophers are forced to 
shrug their shoulders and admit, ‘Non, je ne 
sais pas.’ But the conundrum in question relates not 
to matters metaphysical. Rather the markedly more 
important ‘affairs de l’estomac’, and the difference 
between la brasserie and le bistro. 

But surely, I hear you cry, they are one and the 
same, merely two different names for two great 
French institutions? Plat du jours, vins de table, a 
smattering of much loved classics - l’escargots, 
soupe a Poignon et al - and the 
usual elderly, somewhat dyspeptic 
waiters. Mais non. They are, in fact, 
two entirely different beasts. 

Because the brasserie is 
traditionally all about the beer. 

Literally. They started off as 
breweries (brasserie means 
brewery) in Germany before being 
brought to Paris after the war of 
1870 by refugees from Alsace 
Lorraine. Basic wooden chairs and tables were the 
norm. That is until rather more ornate and Belle 
Epoque ostentation took over. One of the last 
remaining great brasserie alsacienne is Brasserie 
Lipp in Paris. 

Anyway, with that small matter cleared up, let’s 
coupe to la chase and jet back to London, and in 
particular South Kensington’s La Brasserie 
(labrasserielondon.com), with its marble, 
chequerboard floor, and white-aproned waiters and 
immaculate steak tartare, coq au vin, confit de 
canard and crepes. I’ve been going for years and it 
never changes, very much part of its appeal. 

Moving up a few levels, in both cooking and 
price, is Mayfair’s immaculate Brasserie Chavot 
(brasseriechavot.com), which takes the classic 
brasserie, puts Eric Chavot, that brilliant chef, at the

helm, and clads it in couture Dior. 
Exceptional beouf en daube, home¬ 
made crepinette with oysters and a 
cassoulet that could make a grown 
man cry. Tres, tres bon. 

Brasserie Zedel (brasseriezedel. 
com), a baguette’s hurl from 
Piccadilly Circus, is very much in 
the traditional mould. Fast service, 
beautiful Belle Epoque decor, cheap 
prices, fairly tightly packed tables, a vast menu, all 
cooked very well indeed. No wonder the place is 
constantly rammed. 

As for bistros, no-one (save the Galvin brothers) 
does it better than the great Bruno Loubet at Bistrot 
Bruno Loubet (bistrotbrunoloubet.com) in 
Clerkenwell. Crisp pigs’ trotters, rabbit and pork 
rilletes, mussels in cider and apple tarte Normande. 
Similarly beautiful is the ever-brilliant Galvin 
Bistrot de Luxe on Baker Street (galvinrestaurants. 
com), a place where I’ve never had so much as a 
mediocre bite. A cheaper option is Bistro Aix 
(bistroaix.co.uk) in Crouch End, which is endlessly 
reliable. Vive La France, indeed.

I want to move to Peckham. 

I love Brixton dearly, it 
keeps me very well in cool 
cocktail bars and hip foodie 
haunts, but in terms of food, 

Peckham has become a bit of a 
card shark - it keeps sneaking in 
a better hand. It used to be only 
for those in the know, with likes 
of Ganapati quietly serving up 
some of the best food in town, then along came 
Frank’s Cafe, and suddenly an SE 15 car park was the 
place to be. Then came Peckham Refreshment Rooms, 
loved by Jay Rayner, followed by Artusi, adored by 
me, and now we have Pedler, embraced, it seems, by 
the whole of Peckham Rye. We could barely move 
when we visited for brunch one Saturday morning. 

The place was packed with friends enjoying tea from 
vintage tea pots, families with young children and 
young couples restoring their energy levels with 
superfood juices after a long week at the office. 

We were late. Owing to the fact that I had thought 
the number 37 bus frequent and friendly. It is not. And 
Brixton still hasn’t latched on to black cabs. But we 
were ushered in with a smile and sat at the bar until a 
table became available (they were fully booked and had 
to do some shuffling to get us in. I felt bad about this). 

Our table was soon ready, and after squeezing ourselves 
in (space is a little tight, but it’s lively and bustling and fun),

ordered one Pedler Breakfast 
and a ricotta, English air-dried 
ham and sage ‘French Toasty’. 
The menu is all kinds of 
wonderful - kale and wild 
mushroom bruschetta with 
poached egg; avocado, slow 
roast tomatoes, lemon and 
quinoa sourdough. I almost wanted to treat it like 
tapas, but it’s a good job I didn’t, because the 
portions are generous. 

I enjoyed my French Toasty at first, but I started 
to tire of it at the half way mark. The same way I 
tend to tire of risotto because it all gets a bit samey, 
you know? But I was able to pinch enough bits of 
the boyfriend’s Pedler Breakfast to keep me happy 
(it comes with a gin sausage, a genius addition that 
probably has a lot to do with the fact that the guy 
behind Pedler also set up Little Bird Gin). Also upon 
this plate of wonder was Valley Smoke House Bacon, 
poached eggs, bone marrow, tomato, mushroom, 
rosti, house-made baked beans (a smoky combination 
of butter beans, chick peas and kidney beans) and - 
the piece de resistance - a huge wedge of toast with maple 
salted butter. Sure, toast isn’t supposed to be a showstopper, but 
with that maple salted butter, it really is.

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SPORTING CHANCE 


A new report suggests PE lessons are on the wane ; hut a love for 
physical activity doesn’t necessarily have to start at school

I f you struggle to keep your hallway 
free of an assortment of kitbags, 
dirty football, rugby, lacrosse or 
hockey boots, and are fed up with a 
constant stream of dirty kit, then the 
latest research might come as a surprise. 

The biggest survey of its kind for 
over four years has just been published 
and suggests that there has been a 
considerable drop in the amount of time 
given over to PE in schools - in fact, 
there appears to be a significant drop to 
less than two hours per week. The 
survey, conducted by the Youth Sport 
Trust, also suggests that links between 
school and community sports projects 
have also fallen. 

Whilst there is no reason to doubt that 
this is not accurate, perhaps it doesn’t 
paint the entire picture. In our local 
community, as well as in family life and 
amongst friends, there is certainly little 
evidence of lack of interest or activity in 
sport. Saturdays are a timetable of 
fixtures; local parks are filled with eager 
little boys in football kit, and much older 
veteran boys doing their best to look as 
lively as the eager little boys! 


One can conclude that, for those who 
have a natural interest in physical 
activity, whether there are more or less 
than two hours sport in school, there will 
always be some outlet for that desire to 
get moving. It doesn’t need to be 
planned or expensive. 

Perhaps what is more significant is 
making options for physical 
activity accessible and 
appealing to those 
children for whom it is 
naturally less 
appealing, whatever 
their age. Finding an 
activity that will engage 
young children can set 
them on a path to 
enjoying sport for life. It 
doesn’t need to be competitive - 
indeed this is the root of the problem for 
some children, but for others this is the 
key to success. 

Sustaining interest into the teenage 
years can also be a challenge. One 
Headmistress has recently commented 
that many teenage girls are left with a 
lack of confidence and interest if an old- 


style approach to PE is adopted. 
However, many schools do a very good 
job in providing a wide selection of 
options, particularly for girls - Zumba 
and spinning classes to name but two. 

At home, offering options for 
interesting regular physical activities and 
resisting the temptation to preach on the 
subject can reap rewards. 
Getting out as a family to 
take the dog for a walk or 
organising a Frisbee 
competition (followed 
by a BBQ) might just 
get things going. 

Whilst surveys can 
highlight these issues, it 
is surely the responsibility 
of not only schools, but 
parents, families, volunteers and 
communities to open the doors to all 
children to experience the fact that 
physical activities are fun.

A beautiful holiday home on 
Summer Lake, imagine that. 
A wonderland of peace and 
tranquility where friends and 
family gather to linger over dinner on the 
expansive, lakeside terrace. It sounds 
beyond idyllic, but it’s very much within 
grasp - Summer Lake is the latest 
development of luxury lock-up-and-leave 
lodges by Watermark, set within the 
Cotswold Water Park.

Try your hand at clay pigeon shooting 
(Sean O’Keeffe 

at Old Downs Pursuits is great), amble 
about the lakes, play golf, go fishing, 
head for the spa or dabble in various 
watersports. Equally, I found lazing about 
the house, book in one hand, wine in the 
other, or simply gazing out over the 
glistening lake, rather wonderful. And if 
you’re into horses, it’s also conveniently 
placed for Cheltenham Racecourse. 


Be sure to visit the nearby Wild Duck 
Inn in Ewen one evening. It’s everything 
you’d expect an old country pub to be 
with dark wooden beams, creaky floors, a 
great atmosphere and 
wonderful food (think 
lamb with truffle 
mustard crust and pork 
belly with cider sauce). 

After such a lovely 
weekend on Summer 
Lake in the depths of 
winter, I can hardly bear to imagine how 
glorious it would be in the sun...
